is the schooner Pretoria of Bay City, 
Mich., the 
largest sailing 
ship on 
fresh w ater and carrying a crew of 
eight men. 
The other is believed to 
be the schooner Olive Jeanette, which 
carried a crew 
of seven men. 
Tin 
Pretoria broke loose from the steamer 
that was towing her during the storm, 
and Monday Captain Wfindig of the
